The plant later was named 
chinchona after the Count of Chin­ 
chón. a viceroy of Peru, whose wife 
had been cured óflK terrlble fever 
with It, and who upon his return 
to Spain Introduced the specific 
into Europe.

One germ, the swine plague bacil­ 
lus, can cause quick death, blood 
changes, and pneumonia in pig3 and 
hogs. 
It is commonly seen in herds 
that have been devitalized by ship­ 
ping, chilling or other adverse fac­ 
tors. 
It is very similar to the dis­ 
ease of cattle known as shipping 
fever. Another germ which closely 
resembles the human diphtheria ba­ 
cillus, known as a diphtheroid, can 
cause heavy losses of a pneumonic 
type characterized by water-logging 
or so-called oedema of the lungs. 
The real secret of blocking heavy 
losses from pneumonia, flu or other 
quick-spreading

swine is to get an early diagnosis 
from a skilled veterinarian.

A Foe of Termites 


Good construction methods will 
prevent any serious damage to 
wood by decay and termites, the 
Technical Division of the Feder­ 
al Housing Administration asserts 
in advising builders on termite 
protection. 
These methods are most eco­ 
nomically used at the time the 
house is being built, it is said, 
and are likely to be less costly 
than later repairs. 
Identifying the causes of these 
damaging elements, the FHA of­ 
ficials say that warmth and mois­ 
ture are particularly favorable to 
decay of wood and to termite ex­ 
istence. 
Modern 
practices 
in 
building houses that are heated, 
apparatus for humidifying the air 
well insulated, and equipped will 
create new problems in combating 
deterioration due to both termite 
attack and decay. 
Properly constructed and main­ 
tained wooden buildings are in 
relatively little danger of damage

Over 2 5 Semo Robberies 


A new burst of activity of the 
"M ysterious Hijacker of the H igh­ 
ways" along Highway 61 in this 
area, centering around Hayti, was 
evidenced last week according to 
reports of officers. 
This bancut of 
very 
definite 
bravery started 
playing his hi­ 
jacking trade along the highway 
from Sikeston south to Steele in 
August last year and since that 
time has extended his operations

Analyzing the area

last August, officers have come to 
the conclusion that all were com ­ 
mitted by the same person. 
He has m ade all but one of the 
holdups unmasked, and the de­ 
scription of the m an given officer.' 
by the victims are practically the 
sam e with only slight variations. 
According to an officer w ho de­ 
clined to be quoted, the bandit, 
displaying versatilly, doesn’t con­ 
fine his operations to one single 
style of work. His principal work 
is holding up persons in autom o­ 
biles and trucks bearing license 
plates from other states, which he 
finds parked by the highway. He 
does, however, according to the 
officer, confine his

money, then walked aw ay from 
the cabin and vanished into the 
night. 
Officers said he judges his vic­ 
tims well and apparently is able 
to perform his holdups with the 
least am ount of trouble and con­ 
tusion.

In 
a nearby car, a man aw oke and 
reached for a rifle, thinking for 
the moment that something was 
wrong. But seeing the bandit, u n ­ 
masked quietly talking to the per­ 
sons in the car, he decided noth­ 
ing was wrong and went back to 
sleep. The bandit escaped with a 
small sum of money. 
Recently south of the 
Ark - 
M(>. stateline he held up a tourist 
who reported to A rkansas officers 
that the bandit, unmasked, indi­ 
cated to them he was «an officer, 
and relieved them of 
$50. 
The 
tcuri t. from another state, said 
he was parked by the highway 
getting a little sleep. He told of­ 
ficers the bandit forced him to 
drive from the scene of the hold­ 
up. 


Two nights before, he entered 
a home at Bassett, Ark., and es­ 
caped with $1.00 The sam e night 
he was reported to have held up 
a parked truck driver along the 
highway north of Bassett and es­ 
caped with $10.00. 
During the cold w inter w eath­ 
er. he called off his operations, 
but three weeks ago opened up 
again during which time he has 
made 12 holdups. Lately he has 
been w earing the same clothing. 
Officers said his net income for 
all his work would total less than 
$1,000 — Hayti Herald.

DIFFERENT 


Lots of people shy off 
roses— 
think they call for a professional 
horiculturalists, instead of a home 
gardener. 
But those people arc 
wrong.
